TRITOMA, Springtime (Page 65) 


A fascinating new hardy Tritoma which flowers in late 
June and July. The upper part of the flower is rich 
coral-red, the lower half ivory-white. These sparkling 
and clear contrasting colors hold one’s attention. It is 
hardy and will winter most anywhere. 


VIOLA, Catherine Sharp (Page 66)

This beautiful hardy variety produces large globe- 
shaped clusters of flowers 12 to 15 inches in diameter, 
composed of immense semi-double flowers. Very fre- 
quently the main stem produces 3 or 4 additional small- 
er bloom clusters below the main flower head creating 
a veritable bouquet. The flower heads are well above 
the foliage and last 8 to 10 weeks or more.

This deliciously fragrant and easy to grow Hybrid Daphne 
originated in England a few years ago. It has received the 
highest honors from The Royal Horticultural Society of Great 
Britain. When first shown in London, England, it was one 
of the highlights of the show. It has been on test at Wayside 
Gardens for five years, and has successfully wintered without 
protection all kinds of weather that occurred during those 
several years. 


During May and early June the plants are covered with 
delightfully scented blush-pink, star-shaped flowers in clus- 
ters 6 to 8 inches long. The fragrance is not unlike that 
of Daphne Cneorum or Viburnum Carlesi. 


The foliage is rich dark green, giving the plants the ap- 
pearance of Boxwood.

The plants are best grown in groups of 
three or six. Allow a distance of at least 18 inches to 2 feet between the. plants. Planting may be done in autumn or 
early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be 


expected later on.

All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. Thoroughly mix a liberal supply of good brown 
peat with the existing soil, to give a good start. When the plants have 
become over-grown, lift, divide and replant early in April or fall. For 
a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

It is advisable in all cases to mix leaf mold 
freely with the soil before planting. Top dress with well-rotted manure 
in spring. See that the plants are well supplied with moisture in dry 
weather. Gentians do not like to have roots disturbed, so do not inter- 
fere with them once they are established. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 
8 inches apart. a

Culture. All succeed in good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. They, how- 
ever, require plenty of moisture in summer. Best grown in groups. Plant 
in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. If planted in fall it is well to 
protect them carefully for the winter.

Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil.

Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a rminiature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

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HALF STANDARD ROSES

One of the most interesting features in European Rose gardens is what 
is called ‘‘Half Standards.’’ A half standard is a Rose plant grown on a 
stem about 21% to 3 feet high. The Roses selected for this treatment are 
not the large-flowered Hybrid Teas but the perpetual flowering, small 
Polyanthas or so-called Baby Rambler types. 

The effect they create is most attractive and charming, and what is all 
important is their untiring blooming. From early June until stopped by 
frost they are covered with flowers. They require no pruning. All that is 
necessary is to remove the old flower stems of the preceding season. With 
slight protection they winter over much more readily than the Hybrid Teas.

Few other flowers can rival the Nasturtium for 
brilliant coloring, and when grown in large masses 
in the garden or in ribbon borders by the sides 
of paths and drives, the effect is most striking. 
These flowers have also become very popular for 
decorating the dinner table and small vases in 
the drawing room, for which purpose the more 
delicate shades found in the newer varieties are 
especially suitable. All the varieties should be 
grown on poor soil. The flowers then appear 
above the foliage, but on rich land, or on ground 
heavily manured, the flowers, however abundant, 
are masked by the taller growing foliage. In a 
dry season watering in July and August will pro- 
long the display for weeks. 


DOUBLE GLEAM NASTURTIUMS 


These Nasturtiums are extremely decorative, 
whether grown in the garden, in pots, or in hang- 
ing baskets for the conservatory. The flowers, 
which are delightfully scented, stand well above 
the foliage, and the plants when in full bloom 
are a blaze of color. As each plant throws out 
a number of short runners, they should be spaced 
about 18 inches apart in beds to allow for de- 
velopment. The cut blooms are very desirable 
for house decoration.

THE: QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. De- 
scriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria 
Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an abun- 
dance of blooms. 





All our Wisterias have flowered in the nursery before they are sold.

Much of the charm of English homes and gardens is due to the 
liberal use of vines. Unsightly buildings, raw corners, crude fences, 
old posts and stumps, unsightly rock piles, are all easily transformed 
into points of beauty and interest when covered with a vine of some 
sort. The smallest garden affords ample opportunity for their use. 
No matter how small and humble a home or cottage may be, it is made 
bigger and more beautiful because the owner planted a few vines to 
grow up or over it.

SULFUR INJURES VIBURNUMS 


A light application of dusting sulfur to the foliage of Viburnum 
Carlesi will. cause black spots to develop on the leaves. The leaves 
will drop within a few days after the spotting appears. Plants of this 
variety which may be growing near a Rose garden are often so severely 
injured that they may be defoliated by drifting sulfur dust intended for 
the control of black spot on Roses. Sprays of wettable sulfur will cause 
the same type of injury. 

It is suggested that whenever a fungicide is necessary for the con- 
trol of leaf spot on all knds of Viburnums, copper rather than sulfur 
should be applied as a control measure. Care should always be taken 
not to let sulfur dust or sulfur spray intended for other plants drift 
onto Viburnums.
